NEW YORK (AP) — This Is 
tax day for the nation's corpora­ 
tions. And the bill is a hefty 25 
per cent higher than last June 
15. One way or another, big and 
little business firms must fork 
up m ore than $8 billion today 
for the U.S. Treasury. 
Higher interest rates and a 
scarcity of money available for 
borrowing will squeeze many 
companies. 
Many of the largest corpora­ 
tions probably have long since 
prepared to meet the tax collec­ 
tor. But bankers say some of 
the sm aller firm? nave been 
Having trouble finding money to 
borrow. 
The bigger tax bite this year 
than last stems from the U.S. 
Treasury’s new collection rules 
more than it does from the larg­ 
er profits on which to pay the 
levy. 
Formerly corporations paid 18 
per cent of the year’s estimated 
income tax in the first half of 
the year. Last March Congress 
passed a Tax Adjustment Act to 
boas* first-half payments to 24 
per cent. 
Corporation* paid part of last 
year’s remaining income tax 
March 15, and 12 per cent of this 
year’s estimated tax April 15.

In College 


SEATTLE (A P )—A judge has 
decided that the University of 
Washington can continue to of­ 
fer a course called “ The Bible 
as Literature.” 


Superior Court Judge W. R. 
Cole rejected the contention of 
two 
Fundamentalist 
ministers 
that the course is religious in­ 
struction and violates constitu­ 
tional provisions against using 
public money for such purposes. 


“ I believe Tile Bible as Lit­ 
erature is a proper subject of 
the 
humanistic 
field,” 
Judge 
Cole said Tuesday. 
“ This course . . . is an elec­ 
tive course. It is not required. 
The University of Washington 
or any university is an institu­ 
tion of higher learning, and no 
one has to attend.”

Q. Can a perton who ha* been giten ether 
hear uhat it going on during turgery? 
A. General anesthesia (being “put to sleep” with 
ether, etc.) usually deadens the sense of hearing 
completely before the level of surgical anesthesia 
is reached. 
Hearing is, however, the last of the 
senses to be lost (and the first to return). 
In 
certain circumstances the surgeon may wish to 
keep the patient under light anesthesia, during 
which no pain is felt but hearing may be very 
acute.

I his is one measure of John­ 
son c keen interest in the opin-, 
ion-molding potential of telex i- 
sion. It also reflects his interest

his own filmed-ir-ndvanee ap­ 
pearances on 
television 
new- 
casts 
OI course, the tP pl e-screen 
receivers in the White 
House 
and at the L B J Bauch in Texas 
create a problem. Johnson can 
witch three ■'Greens but can 
tune in on the sound from only 
one channel at a time, using a 
remote control button to pick up 
the voice he wants. 
Since taking office, the Presi-i 
dent has devoted many hours 
considering ways to improve his 
television technique 
His latest 
was to abandon the mechanical 
prompting dexies he once used. 
Most observers believe be is 
more relaxed and natural xxili- 
out them. 
Dxxight D. Eisenhower, first 
president to make use of televi­ 
sion, turned to Hollywood for 
expert advice, He enlisted the 
services of actor-** oducer Rob­ 
ert Montgomery 
to give him 
ponders on delivery and help in 
arranging 
pro per lighting for 
television appearances 
Johnson does not rely on just 
one coach. He weighs advice 
from many, many sources, in 
and out of the Whits House. And 
he studies film clip 
sessions before the 
yudgc for himself. 
During 2' 
2 years in the White 
House, Johnson has expriment- 
cd with prompting devices, fa­ 
cial makeup, lighting, contact 
lenses and 
— 
lately — has 
adopted carefully chosen con- 
xentional eyeglasses. 
A prompter 
system 
flashed 
his speech texts befoie him on 
one-way mirrors propped up to 
the left and right of him. 
Johnson got rid of the promp­ 
ters in early 1966. Since then he 
has been reading his speeches 
from manuscripts typed in large 
letters and bound in looseleaf 
notebooks. 
Besides appearing more re­ 


laxed and natural without the 
mechanical aids, the President 
has been departing from his 
prepared texts more often, to 
indulge 
in 
homey 
off-the-cuff 
philosophizing and storytelling, 
at which he excels. 
The President also equipped 
himself recently with a new pair 
of eyeglasses with transparent 
plastic 
rims. 
He 
had 
been 
cearching 
since 
1964 
for the 
• right” kind of glasses to wear. 
Once an optician and a televi­ 
sion network executive made at 
least txvo trips to the White 
House so Johnson could try on, 
for their approval and his own, 
scores 
of

eyeglass 
frames. None xvas found quite 
suitable. 
During the 1961 campaign, be 
ofter used contact lenses for

The department’s statistics in­ 
dicate, for instance, that June- J 
th rough-August traffic last year 
was about 35 per cent heavier 
than traffic for the last three 
months of the year. But the • 
death toll for October, Novem-i 
ber and December totaled 699, j 
compared to 629 for the peak j 
summer vacation months. 
In 1964, the last three months! 
brought 611 deaths, the three 
sum mer months 578. 
‘One reason for these sta- 
tistics is that when a person is 
on vacation he's usually a more 
careful driver.” Highway Safe-J 
ty Director Warren C. Nelson 
said. 
Also, 
many motorists have 
their cars checked before sum­ 
mer because they know they’ll 
be doing a lot of driving. Po­ 
tentially fatal auto defects often 
are

checks, Nelson noted. 
“ Every little thing
